The Woman’s Relief Auxiliary to 
the Grand Army of the Republic, of 
which there is an 
organization in 
Rushville, is the largest beneficial and 
patriotic organization of women in 
the world, numbering now almost one 
hundred and fifty thousand members. 
Organized in 1888, following a call by 
Commander-in-Chief Paul Der Voort, 
with a small band of charter mem­ 
bers, it has grown to magnificent pro­ 
portions, iii numbers and influence, 
and in the streams of bounty which 
have been 
poured out through the 
treasury in many deserving channels. 
The strongest and best women of 
the nation have been proud to have 
their names upon its rolls. 
All loyal 
women are eligible to membership in 
the Women’s Relief Corps. 
Its aims 
and objects are as follows : 
To specially 
aid 
and 
assist the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and to 
perpetuate the memory of their heroic 
dead. 
To assist such Union Veterans as 
need our help and protection, and to 
extend needful aid to their widows 
and orphans. 
To find them homes and 
employment, and assure them of sym­ 
pathy and friends. 
To cherish and 
emulate 
the 
deeds of our 
Army 
Nurses, and of all loyal women who 
rendered loving service to our coun­ 
try in her hour of fieri 1. 
To maintain true allegiance to the 
United States of America; to incul­ 
cate lessons of patriotism and love of 
country among our children and in 
the communities in which we live, 
and encourage the spread of universal 
liberty and equal rights to all. 
This organization was the first to 
introduce the salute to the flag in the 
public schools and to make the obser­ 
vance of Flag Day general, by prepar­ 
ing and carrying out suitable pro­ 
grams. 
There are two salutes to 
the flag 
taught in the schools, the one for the 
older scholars being: “ I pledge allegi­ 
ance to my flag and to the Republic 
for which it stands ; one nation indiv­ 
isible, 
with liberty and justice for 
a ll.” 
The other is taught the younger 
pupils, and is: “ I give my head and 
my heart to God and niv county ; one 
country, one language, one flag.” 
The Women’s Relief Corps is a na­ 
tional incorporation and owns and 
operates the National Relief Corps 
Home, Madison, O. 
It is in posses­ 
sion 
of 
the Andersonville 
prison 
grounds, which it has converted into 
a national park. 
Through its influ­ 
ence several states have placed monu­ 
ments there and every year, aspecially 
upon Memorial Day it is visited by 
many. 
For the year ending June 30th, 1903, 
the National Treasurer has expended : 
For W. R. C. Home, $2,722.17 ; for 
Decoration of soldiers’ graves in the 
South, $1,197 90; for the Kansas flood 
sufferers, 
$800 ; 
for 
the McKinley 
memorial, $1,000; for relief, $156,- 
709.19. The number of persons assisted 
has been 40,433, and in the organiza­ 
tion there are 2,906 corps. 
The total 
expenditure last year in the order 
amounted to $30,587.35 and there are 
no 
liabilities. 
Since 
the organiza­ 
tion of the W. R . C. there has been 
expended $2,504,365.23. 
There are thirty-eight members of 
the W. R. G. in this city and the 
local organization is thrifty and its 
members are w illing and enthusiastic 
workers. 
Mrs. Martha Weeks is presi­ 
dent, Mrs. 
Alice Bainbridge is secre­ 
tary and Mrs. L illie Armstrong is 
treasurer of the organization here. 
Mrs. Minerva Muir is the press corres­ 
pondent of the cor])s in this city. 
To every loyal woman there is a 
hearty invitation given to join this 
earnest band of workers.

“ But th a t,” he said, “ is not m ater­ 
ial. 
The question is, ‘What has he 
got under the part?’ ”

mails Mr. Watson had occasion to go 
to the Whitehouse on another matter 
and he embraced the opportunity to 
take a good look at the Presidents 
hair. 
When he returned to his room he 
wrote the following with pen and ink 
at the end of his type writtedn letter: 
“ P. S .—I have ju st seen him and 
he never combs it at a ll.”

maintain a full membership in the 
House on account of conference re­ 
ports and a large number of measures 
on which 
action 
is deferred until 
nearly the last moment. 
“ It will not be possible for Repre­ 
sentative Hemenway, chairman of the 
committee on appropriations to leave 
here for the State convention, as his 
position requires that he shall careful­ 
ly scrutinize ail measures that are 
rushed through 
near adjournment. 
The word has gone out that the R e­ 
publicans shall not absent themselves 
from Washington at any time before 
adjournment, and therefore it is prob­ 
able that unless 
the get-away day 
comes before the 26th that Mr. Watson 
and possibly Senators Fairbanks and 
Beveridge w ill be the only members 
of the delegation who w ill be able to 
attend the Indianapolis convention.”

fleet. There is a disposition, howe ve r, 
to raise a controversy as to whe the r 
the explosion occurred inside or out­ 
side the battleship, similar to the con­ 
troversy which followed the destruc­ 
tion of the United States battleship 
Maine in Havana harbor. 
The fact 
that many of the wounded, including 
Grand I^ uke Cyril, were badly burned 
seemed to support the theory of a n 
internal explosion. 
The first dispatch received 
from 
Rear Admiral Grigorevitch. command­ 
ant at Port Arthur, distinctly stated 
that the ship struck a mine, but Rear 
Admiral Prince Ouktomsky’s later tel­ 
egram refers only to an explosion.

against It were four ch arges of pow­ 
der. 
W ith out a moment’s h esitation 
Gunner's Mate Monson sh oved th ese 
aside and jumped into th e magazine, 
pulling th e door closed after h im. Th e 
magazine was quickly flooded with 
water, and wh en th e men opened th e 
door th ey found Monson barely alive, 
water h aving reach ed h is neck. 
Th e damage to th e battlesh ip is 
much greater th an was at first stated. 
In addition to th e large amount of am ­ 
munition ruined by th e magazine be­ 
ing flooded, wh ich will amount to th ou­ 
sands of dollars, th e turret is also bad­ 
ly damaged, th e top being burned and 
warped and all brass-work melted in­ 
side. Th e h oist is a ch arred mass and 
th e mech anism of th e guns completely 
ruined. Th e estim ated damage caused 
by th e explosion is $50.000. 
Th e total list of dead now numbers 
th irty-two, one man h aving expired 
Wednesday nigh t and two men yester­ 
day. 
It is h ardly probable th at oth er 
death s will occur.

J. F. Knigh t, sea­ 
man, and J T. Donnelly, ordinary sea 
man, are a. Jed to th e death list. 
Th e 
funeral of seventeen of th e seamen 
occurred yesterday afternoon and each

sands from th e city were in attend­ 
ance. 
Every place of business was 
closed for th e afternoon and flags over 
ail buildings placed at h alf mast. Th e 
bodies of th e officers and eigh t of th e 
seamen were sh ipped to th eir h omes 
last nigh t and th e oth ers are being 
h eld to await advices from relatives.
